Great  Seal  of  the  United 
It  is  a  curious  fact,  that  the  seal  of  the 
United  Slate*  was  devised  by  an  English¬ 
man,  Sir  John  Prestwick,  a  baronet  At 
toast  this  Is  declared  to  be  so.  As  soon 
as  tbe  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
adopted  e  new  seel  became  necessary  for 
public  papers.  Some  vary  odd  devices 
were  suggested.  One  was  Moees  with  his 
rod  dividing  tbe  Red  Sea,  while  Pharaoh 
in  his  chariot  was  overwhelmed  in  the 
water.  On  the  other  side  was  a  shield, 
containing  in  six  oompartmenta  the  sym¬ 
bols  of  the  six  countries  from  which  the 
United  States  bad  been  mainly  peopled. 
Thus  in  oar  division  thsrs  was  a  roes  for 
England  ;  in  the  aeoond,  a  thistle  for 
Scotland  ;  in  a  third,  a  harp  for  Ireland; 
then  a  golden  lily  for  France,  a  crowned 
lion  for  Holland,  and  a  black  eagle  for 
Germany, 

Another  device  was  a  representation  of

led  by  a  cloud.  A  third  represented 
Hercules  resting  on  his  dab,  while  Virtue 
urged  him  np  e  ragged  mountain  path, 
and  Sloth  pointed  to  a  flowery,  down¬ 
hill  road.  This  tost  device  was  not  very 
complimentary  to  the  new  nation,  as  it 
seemed  to  point  at  a  possible  danger  from 
laziness.  All  theso,  and  a  number  of 
other  suggestions, did  not  meet  with  gen¬ 
eral  approval.  At  tost,  in  1772,  after  tbe 
matter  had  been  discussed  for  about  six 
years,  John  Adams,  then  in  England, 
sent  over  the  design  suggested  by  this 
baronet,  who,  it  appears,  was  an  anti¬ 
quary.  The  main  devioe  was  an  eagle 
with  a  shield  on  bis  breast  holding  in  one 
talon  an  olive  breach,  and  in  the  other  e 
handle  of  arrows,  and  bearing  in  his 
beak  a  scroll  with  the  now  familiar  motto, 
E.  Pluribut  Unurn.  one  oat  of  many. 
Without  farther  parley  this  was  adopted, 
and  thus  the  seal  of  the  United  States 
come  from  England.

Treatment  of  New  Dwelling  Boo: 

— Tbe  dampness  of  (newly  |  finished 
rooms  is  not  due  so  much  to  tbe  water 
used  in  mixing  tbe  plaster,  as  to  tbe  wa¬ 
ter  of  hydration  of  the  lime,  liberated  by 
tbe  action  of  carbonic  acid.  The  action 
of  the  small  quantity  present  in  the  nor¬ 
mal  atmosphere,  wonld,  however,  be  ao 
alow,  and  tbe  water  be  liberated  so  grad¬ 
ually,  that  no  iojarioas  effects  coaid  re¬ 
sult.  Bat  es  soon  as  the  rooms  beoome 
tenanted,  the  large  amount  of  qarbonic 
acid  given  off  in  respiration  censes  such 
rapid  displacement  of  water,  and  with 
other  matters  indicate^  by  the  peculiar 
odor,  that  unpleasant  and  injurious  re¬ 
sults  may  follew.  Treatment  of  the 
rooms  with  carbonic  acid,  before  occu¬ 
pying  thorn,  suggests  itself,  at  ones,  as  a 
means  of  rendering  them  rapidl/  tenon  ta¬ 
ble.  Although,  by  calculation,  it  would 
require  the  carbonic  acid  from  the  oom- 
bustion  of  about  230  pounds  of  oool.  to 
diaplace  the  hydrate  in  water  in  the  walla 
of  a  room  of  about  1,500  square  feet  of 
surface,  in  practioe  the  consumption,  in 
a  suitable  way,  of  about  five  pounds  of 
charcoal  per  day,  for  five  days,  in  tbe 
room,  would  answer,  because  the  interior 
portions  ore  protected  from  rapid  action 
of  carbonic  odd,  as  soon  aa  a  layer  of 
about  one- tenth  of  aa  inch  has  been  i 
ed  on.  This  is  proved  by  the  feci  that 
Prof.  Fuchs  has  detected  caustic  linen  in 
walla  centuries  old.
